Budapest, Hungary, May 2 (AP)— 
The new independent state of Cro- 
atla, carved from the ruins of Yu- 
goslavia, is a totalitarian state pat- 
terned to fit neatly into the Axis 
orbit. 

Tt came into being almost at the 
same Instant that German armor- 
ed cars dashed into Zagreb, April 
10—four days after the Nazi invas- 
fon began—and it promptly took on 
the famillar aspects of a Fascist 
state. 

Among the evidences of the char- 
acter of the new state which I saw 
during my three weeks there were 
these: ; 

There is one political organiza- 
tlon—Ustachi—which has rights 
and functions correlated with the 
regular civil administration. 

The head of this organization 
(apparently similar to the one- 
party system of Fascism) and the 
head of the government {s Dr. Ante 
Pavelic. The Zagreb press and 
radio began calling htm “Puchrer 
of the Croat people” soon after he 
was named. 

Stern Measnres Against Jews 

It appeared that the new goy- 
ernment will be as severe perhaps 
as any in Europe In dealing with 
Jews. Sterri measures already have 
been taken in this regard and auth- 
oritative sources sald further steps 
could be expected, .

Awakened by Sirens 


Excerpts from the diary I kept 
during the critical first five days 
of the war show that on April 6

‘Then the people started pouring 
into the streets to find out what 
it was all about. One policeman 
sald it was only practice but some 
of us knew that it was war. The 
news was not announced to the 
public, there were nO newspapers 
and the radio gave no information, 

Emergency measures by authori- 
ties finally convinced the populace 
it actually was war, 

On April 10 Croatia became the 
newest ‘independent’ state in 
Europe after belng under foreign 
rule since 1102. The new state 
came into being almost simultane- 
ously with the entrance of German 
troops in Zagreb. 

German motorized forces stream- 
Ing through the main streets were 
given a welcome by the populace 
far different from the one wit- 
nessed in Holland 11 months ago. 
Many Croats climbed on the Ger- 
man vehicles and kissed the sol- 
diers. p 

After nightfall scores of persons 
were taken to hospitals victims of 
mysterious attacks. There were 
some deaths, including the suicides 
of a number of Jews.

There was no announcement giv- 
en out with the list but it follow- 
ed by some hours a statement to 
the House of Commons ty Navy 
Minister Macdonald that 75 mili- 
tary personnel were feared lost at 
sea, 

Today's list included men from 
various branches of the army, 
some civilians, navy men, Royal 
Alr Force men, members of the 
Royal Norwegian Air Porce, ferry 
pilots and members of the United 
Kingdom and Canada Inspection 
Board, ‘ 

‘The list of navy: men, compiled 
by the navy and issued by the De- 
fence ent was headed 
“missing, believed lost om war ser- 
vice.” The balance of the Lst, 
compiled by defence 
was headed merely “unreported.” 

Included in ‘the list of missing 
was Sam Robertson, of Ottawa, 
superintendent of The London Bur- 
eau of The Canadian: Press, prev- 
fously officially reported aS believed 
missing as the result of enemy ac- 
tion during 2 sea voyage. 

Inclusion of 11 ferry pilots, all 
of whose next of kin lve in the 
United States, raised speculation 
the list might concern more than 
one boat. It was thought improb- 
able that ferry pilots would be tra- 
yelling by boat to the United King- 
dom and Robertson was known to 


have teen returning to Britain af- 
ter a vacation in Canada.

‘Again Back At Sea 
| After Battle With Nazi Dive Bombers

London, May 6 (CP)— Though 
Struck by three bombs the destroy- 
er Atherstone beat off German 
planes which thought they. had an 
easy task to “finish her off" and 
safely reached port.

Then a jarge force of hostile air- 
planes was sighted ahead, coming 
in to attack. Half the force dived 
on the Atherstone which engaged 
them with every gun she could 
bring to bear. About 30 bombs were 
aimed at the ship, 

It seemed as if all of them must 
register hits but only three struck 
the Atherstone. One passed  be- 
tween the legs of the leading sig- 
nalman on the bridge. The First 
Lieutenant, who was aft, had to 
duck to avold being hit by one 
bomb which just missed the war- 


ship. Meantime fighters machine- 


gunned the destroyer, 

Believing the Atherstone help- 
less, more Junkers began their 
dive on the convoy. To their surprise 
the damaged destroyer opened fire 
on them. Another escorting de- 
stroyer, which they apparently had 
failed to notice, also engaged them. 
The Junkers broke off the attack 
and. vanished. 

The convoy proceeded without 
casualties or damage, The Ather- 
stone began the slow and anxious 
Job of shoring up the bulkheads and 
Preparing to be taken in tow. It 
was’ slow because the proper gear 
had been blown overboard, anxious 
because the crippled: craft lay di- 
rectly in the German bomber route 
area. Two hours of daylight ree 
mained with a night of full moon 
to follow, 

Her captain told officers and 
crew of thelr dangerous situation 
and beat them a further attack 
was pi le. Gun crews 
for the anticipated fledneriay 
Stokers, signalmen, cooks and sup- 
ply parties got the ship ready for 
towing. 

But there was no further excite- 
ment, Within 24 hours the Ather- 
stone was safely docked. Within a 
few days her captain and crew took 
Over a new destroyer and shortly 
the reconditioned Atherstone was 
aguin protecting British convoys. 


HAMS. Atheistone, a destroyer of 
the Hunt class, was laid down in 
1939. Her displacement Is 904 tons 
and her armament includes four 
four-inch anti-aircraft guns. Her 
speed is 325 knots.

On 
this same question of aid he declared he 
had received “assurance of the construc- 
tion of merchant ships by the United 
States which , added to our own large 
program of new building ‘and repair, 
should see us through 1942.” That is one 
of the most cheering things he ‘said. It 
throws a light on the situation on the sea, 
especially inthe Battle of the Atlantic, 
which all feel will play a most important 
part in the victory. 

Mr. Churchill went to some length in 
his defence of, British diplomacy.. ‘‘Our 
diplomacy has never ceased for one 
moment ‘to apprise countries of their

There was encouragement in his words 
that Britain is now producing each month 
as many heavy tanks as there existed in 
the British army at the time of the retire- 
ment of former War Secretary Leslie Hore- 
Belisha. And he added that doubling of 
the present production was expected very 
soon, before the end of the year. To this 
must be added “‘the-immense production 
on foot in the United States.” 

At one time in his address he spoke of 
“the stabilty of this resolved and obstinate 
war government.” Britain he said had pre- 
served in the face of unprecedented diffi- 
culties the whole process and reality of 
parliamentary institution, one of ' the 
things of which he is proud and which, he 
said, ‘we are fighting for.”

Sabotage is the secret, systematic] sabots, or wooden shoes, into the >

But a person who practices 
sabotage is not called a “sabotier,” 
but a “saboteur.”

If your natural hair has any red or gold 
in it, I suggest that you try using plain 
peroxide as a bleaching agent, letting it 
remain on until dry. In the meantime 
vse a bluing rinse for toning down the 
harsh, over-bleached appearance of your 
hair. .

He chose the 
army asacareer and became associated 
with that famous Scottish line regiment, 
the Royal Scots, A keen brain, ability, 
and a marked aptitude for his job, was 
later responsible for his transfer to the 
British Diplomatic Corps. He was sent to 
the Balkans, for years seething with inter- 
national intrigue, remaining there for five 
years. . 


Returning to Scotland he was attached 

to the Royal Air Force at the outbreak of 
war. His administrative ability was soon 
evident and he became part of the R.A.F.’s 
contribution to the scores of instructors 
and other officers sent to Canada to assist 
in the Empire Training Scheme. 
. Sir Alexander Seton, squadron leader of 
the Royal Air Force, will do. He typifies 
the invincible spirit of the British people; 
the unconquerable race which will never 
bow the knee to the scourge of Europe.

“There's just a chance that some 
of these adjutants did not know of 
the Hitler order forbidding Hess to 
fly, in which event, of course, they 
are relieved of responsibility.” 

Whether the incident would be 
closed with Hitler's assumption of 
Hess’ party functions, as announc- 
ed today, “depends on what Hess 
does or what use British propagan- 
da makes of the circumstances,” 
the spokesman said.

MANUFACTURING’S PART : 









@ C. R. Conquergood, retiring chairman of 
the Ontario division of the Canadian 
Manufacturers, recently gave an im- 
pressive picture of the Dominion since the 
war began. He made the statement that he 
did not recall a single incident where the 
needs of the war and the needs of the 
nation as a whole had not received first 
consideration. Further he did not recall a 
single case where there was anything but 
the most pressing urge to support'those 
who are'charged with the responsibility of 
carrying on the war and to maintain those 
ideals and traditions which are a part of 
our British heritage. 

A great proportion of work has been’ 
allocated to factories in Ontario where 
work of much variety is being carried on. 
For instance he quoted that thousands of 
mechanical transports and armored 
vehicles had been sent abroad for the use 
of the Empire forces and. that thousands 
more were on order. Among the manu- 
factured products are universal machine 
gun carriers which are being delivered, 
Manufacturers, he said, would soon be 
producing medium or cruiser tanks, 

In Ontario there are being produced 
rifles, machine guns, automatic guns, anti- 
aircraft guns, anti-tank guns, field guns, 
mortars and naval guns. There are being 
turned out enormous quantities of fuses, 
shells and cartridges, 

He stated that steel mills are producing 
bullet-proof plate, alloy steel armor plate, 
alloy steel forgings and heavy plates for 
ships. Facilities for production of 
aluminum have been increased by the con- 
struction of huge new plants. He made the 
encouraging statement that nickel, copper, 
lead and zine are being produced in 
quantities sufficient not only for Canada 
but for the rest of the empire and her 
‘Allies, Reference was made to shipbuild- 
ing and aircraft construction programs, 

It isnot only in these but also in'food, 
lumber, leather, pulp’and paper, clothing 
footwear, medical supplies and a host of 
other articles for. war purposes that the 
war effort is being carried along with 
satisfying the domestic needs. 

In an age of mechanized war, industry 
plays a supremely important part.

Mr. E. J. Cowaln, formerly of 
Tweed, has discovered a gold 
mine near Marmora which ts said 
to be very rich.

‘Crete naturally was famous in antiquity. 
Greek mythology made it the scene of 
many of the adventures of the gods and 
heroes, It is said’ Zeus, the chief of the 
gods, was born there, and that King Minos 
ruled there in 1800 B.C. Strangely enough 
the island appears little in Greek history 
and it took no part in the Persian wars. 
Homer, the Gretk epic poet, says that 
King Idomeneus sailed from this island to 
the famous city of Troy. with 80 ships. 

. Crete was conquered by the ancient 
Romans in 67 B.C.. ' In 823 it passed from 
the Roman emperors of the East to the 
Saracens, who built the capital Candia, the 
Greek Heraclea but were expelled by the 
Greeks in 961. The Byzantine sovereign 
sold'the island'in 1204 to the Venetians 
who fortified it and won the goodwill of 
the inhabitants’ by a mild government and 
repelled'all the attacks of the Genoese and 
Turks into the middle of the 17th century. 
In that century the Turks besieged the 
capital and: took- it. after 20 years, the 
longest: siege in modern’ history in 1669. 

- Inthe ninteenth century after. an insur- 
rection. the Turks. granted the Cretans a 
degree of autonomy. In 1898 the leading 
powers demanded the complete with- 
‘drawal.of Turkish troops who had aided 
and abetted the rebels and the sultan 
complied. In:that year Prince George of 
Greece was appointed high commissioner 
or governor of the island. In 1905 the 
Cretans revolted demanding union with 
Greece. In 1913; Greece claimed the island 
and was granted it. The population ‘is 
about 386,000. people. :

the movements of arms and legs with a for- 
ward bend at the waistline, a bend at the 
knees or a straightening of the midriff that 
assures the benefits of this South American 
way to body perfection. 

The basic steps of this graceful, spirited 
dance worked into a lively exercise routine 
will wear away proportions that are too 
ample or build up a figure that is too slender.

_. The position of the body is very important 
to the correct movements. Keep your elbows

pointing back as far as possible, chest raised : 


and back as straight as a ramrod, 

Second step: Still holding your hands on 
your sides, place your feet together, tocs 
pointing straight ahead, chest raised and, 
very slowly, rise up on the balls of your feet 
as you bend your knees just a little. This is 
a difficult movement which calla for complete 
control of every muscle. Hold this position 
for two seconds, then slowly straighten your 
knees as you drop your heels to the floor. 
Repeat this movement 10 times, It is the 
synchronization of bending the knees while 
raising and lowering the heels that makes 
leg muscles supple and courts gracefulness, 

Third step: Standing with heels together, 
toes pointing outward, and upper arms 
raised paraliel with your shoulders, bend 
your elbows and touch the fingers of your 
left hand to your right. Now, press your 
finger-tips together as you take a forward 
step with your right foot and at the same 
time bend just a little forward. Press your 


finger-tips together with sufficient force to - 


tense the muscles of arms and chest. Keep 
your arms in this position, relax the pres- 
aure at the finger-tips, take n short step 
forward to. bring your heels together and 
straighten your back. Repeat for two min- 
utes. Do this step of the dance exercise 
slowly at first until you become sufficiently 
familiar with it to co-ordinate the movements 
of legs with the pressure and relaxing of 
the finger-tips, 

Fourth movement: Although this is not 
a basic step of the dance, it offera splendid 
hip-reducing possibilities and is a grand 


posterior reducer and fiattener which is 


often practised by dancers. Sit on the floor, 
knees raised, feet resting flat on the floor. 
Clasp your arms around your knees and, 
letting your shoulders relax as your back 
curves, raise your feet off of the floor and 
lean back as far as possible without losing 
your balance. Then straighten your back 
and place your feet squarely on the floor. 
Hold this position for a second, then repeat 
the entire movement, If you're very adept 
and not too tired after repeating this move- 
ment 10 times, do this: Follow the same basic 
action, but instead of leaning straight back, 
lean to the left, then the right, alternately.

If you want to be sure of getting rhythm 
into your movements, use castanets in the 
true South American way. Review the first 
three steps described and illustrated here 
and you will notice that this next step is a 
combination of the foot and leg movements 
of the first exercise, the knee and shoulder 
action of the second step, and the exagger- 
ated forward motion of the third atep, wi 
the arms in almost constant action. The 
movements of the arms, being both forward 
and backward, give the upper body correct 
exercise to make or keep the muscles of 
arms, chest and shoulders supple and their 
movements rhythmic. Take a step forward 
while keeping your back straight, take a 
second step as you bend forward and place 
your hands back of your body. Then take 
another step and swing your arms forward, 
Take three steps, straighten your shoulders; 
take three steps, lean forward. You'll swing 
into the rhythm of this fina) step as you 
count the movements of Feed arms and legs 
with the forward bend af the hips. Remem- 
ber to bend at the hips, not the waistline, if 
you're out to improve your carriage.
